purpose of the clubs as stated 
in the original framing. 

Purpose: To form three ser- 
vice clubs to facilitate student 
volunteer service to the school 
and the community, thereby 
enhancing the concept of vol- 
unteerism amongst our stu- 
dents. 

The clubs were formed dur- 
ing the 1999-2000 school year 
and were enthusiastically 
embraced by the students, 
staff, and parents of Brown 
Elementary. 

The clubs are: 

The Bobcat Club West 
which is made up of our first, 
second, third grade, and spe- 
cial needs students. 


The Bobcat Club East 
which is our fourth and fifth 
graders. 


The Bobcat Club Council 
which is the representative 
assembly of the school. 

Selection Criteria: 

1. The Bobcat Clubs were 
formed in response to a call 
from the students for an 


avenue through which they. 


could be more involved in the 
school and the community. 
Our old “student government” 
only allowed participation of 
fifth graders. The student body 
wanted more than just a “gov- 
ernment,” they wanted a way 
to participate, contribute, and 
share. The Bobcat Clubs grew 
out of the desire for our stu- 
dents to be engaged. 


Kiwanis, Rotary, and the 
like do offer service type 
extension clubs to high 
schools but none offer elemen- 
tary opportunity for service. 


The Bobcat Clubs are ser-’ 
vice clubs made up of elemen- 
tary students with adult spon- 
sors and they do actively par- 
ticipate in community pro- 
jects. Some of which they ini- 
tiate, and some of which they 
do cooperatively with other 
organizations. 


2. This year alone, each of 
the clubs has taken on a ser- 
vice project. The Bobcat Club 
West sold Halloween-o-grams 
to raise money for the Paige 
Nickrand Fund. Paige is the 
daughter of a local police offi- 
cer. She was born with a seri- 
ous birth defect and to date has 
undergone 27 major surgical 
procedures. Paige’s needs far 
outpace her parent’s ability to 
provide and the kids wanted to 
help. Our school is 280 stu- 
dent,s and at 10 cents each, the 
club raised over $350 for the 
fund. 

The Bobcat Club East man- 
ages several in-school projects 
such as our safety patrol, and 
various sales to maintain our 
“activity fund.” This year the 
club undertook a food drive 
and a hat and mitten drive. The 
food drive collected food for 
holiday baskets which were

The food drive was done in 
cooperation with Teamsters 
Local 214 which speareheaded 
the activity and the Bobcat 
Club worked in support. The 
Hat and Mitten drive was done 
in cooperation with the Huron 
Township Rotary Club as part 
of their Goodfellows efforts. 
Too many hats and mittens 
were collected so the extras 
were forwarded to a regional 
shelter for battered women and 
children. Through these activi- 
ties the students gained experi- 
ence both in giving and in 
group coordination to achieve 
a goal. 

The Bobcat Club Council, 
our representative council, 
undertook a community 
announcement board as their 
project. In cooperation with 
the staff and the PTO, the 
council raised over $5,000 for 
a sign for use by the school 
and by different community 
groups. 

3. I believe the accomplish- 
ment of the Bobcat Clubs 
won’t be measured by what 
each club has done. Rather it 
will be by the experience in 
giving and participation each 
club offers. In other words the 
scope on any project is not as 
important as the opportunity to 
serve and learn the value of 
volunteerism. The uniqueness 
of the Bobcat Clubs can be 
found in the opportunity they
